Deffaa’s inspection of the feed 
sold to the city as hay was made at 
the instance of the Merchants Ex- 
change, following exclusive publica- 


tion in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch 
of the fact that inferior hay had 
been delivered at one of the city fire 
engine honpses.

TPRISON TERMS AND FINES 


FOR DIGGS AND CAMINETTI 


Former Given Two Years and Must Pay 


$20,000 — Caminetti 


Sentenced to 18 


Months and Is Assessed $1500. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 17.—Maury I. 
Diggs and F. Drew Caminetti, young 
married men, members of two of the 
best-known families in California, to- 
day received penitentiary sentences as 
the result of their elopement last March 
from Sacramento to Reno, Nev., with 
Marsha Warrington and Lola Norris, 
barely more than school girls, and also 
members of well-known families in Sac- 
ramento. 

Diggs and Caminetti were convicted of 
violating the Mann law after trials that 
attracted attention throughout’ the 
world. — ' 

Diggs was sentenced to serve two 
years in the penitentiary, and to pay a 
fine of §20,000, and Caminetti received an 
18-months’ prison sentence and was fined 
$1500. Sentences were imposed by Fed- 
eral Judge. Van Feet. 

Diggs, former State Architect of Cati- 
fornia, and Caminetti, son of Anthony 
Caminetti, United States Commission+«r 
of Immigration, have announced that 
they will carry their cases to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, where 
it is expected the constitutionality of 
the Mann law will be tested. 

The defense in appealing probably will 
allege that Judge Van F'leet’s charge 
to the jury was biased. William A. 
Heister, one of the jurors who voted 
Caminetti guilty, said after the tria] 
that the verdict was a disgrace to the 
United ‘States, but that he and other 
jurors felt they could not do otherwise

Deponents in Suit Tell How 
$3,000,000 Assets Evap- 
orated Over Night. 


BOND TRANSFER EXPOSED 
Transaction Followed Discovery 
That Issue Was Illegal in 
Mexico, It Is Charged. 


Several theusand St. Louisans, many 
of them of small means, lost invest- 
ments aggregating nearly $1,000,000 in the 
Continental Commercial Co., when 
the $3,000,000 of book assets of the 
company evaporated over night, ac- 
cording to facts’ and statements in- 


terpolated into the record in the suit of 
Charles Bilhartz and others against the 
officers and directors of the company. 
This was brought out ‘in depositions 
taken Tuesday afternoon. 

The company originally was promoted 
by Charles F. Haanel and others. Its 
$2,500,000 of stock and $500,000 of bonds 
were sold throughout the United States, 
principally, however, in St. Louis and 
Pittsburg. The last vest age of the 
stockholders’ interests disappeared 
when the Mexican coffe / sugar and 
rubber plantations, which had “been 
purchased, were transferred by the di- 
rectors of. the company to themselves 
as a Bondholders’ Committee, and the 
company itself disincorporated. 

$3,000,000 Assets Shown. 

In 1910 the Haanel management passed 
out of existence, leaving to its succes- 
sors a statement that the company had 
$3,000,000 of assets. These assets, attor- 
neys representing the company declared 
in the depositions before Special Com- 
missioner Holtcamp, “evaporated” un- 
der investigation of the new. manage- 
ment.

Contracts for hay for the city’s horses 
are let by Supply Commissioner Thom- 
as. Investigation of the records in the 
Supply Commissioner's office show that 
the Anchor company and the Luehr- 
mann company have had these con- 
tracts continuously for more> than 
twenty years. 

Contract Above Market Price. 

Under the contract now in force with 
the Anchor company, it is to supply 
No. 1 timothy hay in September, Oc- 
tober and November for $21.45 a ton. 
The official market price of this grade 
of hay on Tuesday, as quoted by the 
Merchants Exchange, was $17.00 to $18 
a ton. The city spends about $64,000 a 
year for hay. Deffaa says this money 
is being practically thrown away, be- 
cause the feed delivered to the city is 
not hay, but a worthless article that 
conld not be sold elsewhere. 

Deffaa visited the city stables at Van- 
deventer avenue and Forest Park boule- 
vard Tuesday afternoon. Six hundred 
horses are kept there. In the presence 
of William Dierker, superintendent of 
the stables, nal other witnesses, Deffaa 
broke open # bales of hay. 

Not Even Geod Bedding. 

“In all my experience in the hay and 
grain business I never saw anything like 
fi.” said Deffaa Wednesday. “It was 
not even the cheapest kind of prairie 
hay. It was baled chaff and slough 
grass of such poor quality that it would 
not even make good bedding for horses." 

Deffaa said he also found a large 
quantity of baled straw at the city sta- 
bles. The city uses shavings for bed- 
ding and does not tet any contracts for : 
straw.

Blue Troops of et the North and 
the Red of the South, 120,- 
ooo Men, in Maneuvers. 


By Associated Press. 

CASTEL-SARRASIN, France, Sept. 17. 
—A “battle,” in which 120,000 men clashed, 
was “fought’’ near here today in the 
presence of President Rayniond Poin- 
caire. it twas the closing feature of the 
French maneuv®¢s. 

The Northern Blue Army and the 
Southern Red army had _been fighting 
for seven days 2 series of preliminary 
engagements. Today brought the main 
bodies face to face With a front ex- 
tending for 20 miles in the valley of 
the River Gimone. 

Before daybreak cavalry, artillery and 
infantry were stirring in preparation 
for the decisive battle, while aeroplanes 
were flitting over the respective posi- 
tions endeavoring to disc6ver the com- 
manders’ intentions. 

President Poincaire, with Eugene 
Etienne, Minister of War, observed the 
battle from a hill near this town. He 
was surrounded by a brilliant staff and 
accompanied by the military attaches of 
the foreign embassies. 

The President repeatedly expressed his 
admiration for the endurance and march- 
ing powers of the troops. Many of the 
infantry regiments marched 30 to 36 
miles yesterday,. the soldiers carrying 
the full active service equipment, weigh- 
ing over 50 pounds.

dicated that the United States will keep 
ite vessels off the Mexican Pacific 
coast and Atlantic coast as long as the 
present insecurity of Americans wa- 
rants. 

It was pointed out under the inter- 
national law, the United States clearly 
has a right to protect its citizens in a 
foreign country where internal disord- 
ers prevail and to that end may .dis- 
patch warships to ports where Amer- 
ican interests demand protection. 

Within the last year American ships 
also have been dispatched on such mis- 
sions to ports in ‘Nicaragua, Venezuela 
and the Dominican Republic, where re- 
volution or threatened revolt made 
Americans apprehensive of their inter- 
ests. Visits from vessels of the Asiatic 
fleet have calmed the fears of Amer- 
icans in the Chinese revolutionary dis- 
tricts. 

It was pointed out today that Amer- 
ican warships in Mexican waters would 
continue to adhere stfictly to the in- 
junction of President Huerta not to 
“entail an attack upon the dignity 
and sovereignty of Mexico’’ but fur- 
ther than that, it is not likely that the 
Wills jn administration will accep: dic- 
tetioh from Huerta as to the c.rcum- 
tanec « in which American vesses may 
lie o & the Mexican coast. ! 


Hee in Message Promise:, Elec- 
tions Shali Be Fair. 


M IXICO CITY, Sept. 17.—Provisional 
Pre ident Victoriano Huerta; in his 
serr -annual message to Congr¢ss, prom- 
ised to spare no efforts to byng about 
the unrestricted election of President 
and Vice-President of the M»xican re- 
pul fic next month, declaring that it 
woth constitute the greatest triumph 
of dis career to turn over the office to 

his guccessor with the country at peace, 
as Ire hoped to do. 

Gem. Huerta said the strained diplo- 
matic relations between Mexico and the 
United States had caused the Mexican 
nation tq euffer unmerited affliction and 
had retarded the pacification of the 
country. Nevertheless, he hoped, “‘with 
good grounds,” for an early solution of 
the differences between the two nations 
and to see Mexico and the United States 
once more united in bonds of friendship. 

The Provisional President drew a dis- 
tinction between the attitude of the Gov- 
ernmem of the United States and that 
‘of the people of that nation, saying: 
“The tenseness of our diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Government of the United 
States of America, although luckily not 
with that people,”’ had put Mexico into 
a state of apprehension. 

The period of six months allowod 
American warships to remain in Mex- 
ican waters by a special permission of 
Congress will expire next month. In 
the opinion of the President,. a renewal 
of such permission should not be grant- 
ed. 

_ The message was disappointing to 
_ those who had expected President Huer- 
» ta would deal at some length ‘with re- 
cent diplomatic exchanges. This sub- 
ject, however, he said, “being so deli- 
cate and the permanent commission uf 
Congress being already informed,” he

SMISUNDERSTOOD 


Gives Out Signed Statement of 
His Position in Regard to 
Special Approach.

Says Structure Is Needed to Give 
Competition in the Cross- 
River Traffic. 


Kirby. of counsel for 
Busch, principal stock- 
holder of the Manufacturers Rail- 
way, the Busch terminal for which 
Mayor Kiel proposed to build a spe- 
cial approach to the free bridge, 
has sent a statement signed by Mr. 
Busch to the newspapers in order, he 
says “to clear up a misunderstand- 
ing which several of the newspapers 
have obtained concerning Mr. Busch’s 
attitude toward the proposed south- 
west approach to the Municipal 


Bridge.” 

The statement follows: 

Sept. 16, 1913.—Without oe’ to 
reflect upon the courtesy or good faith 
of the reporter who interviewed me 
upon the subject of our attitude toward 
the southwestern approach to the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge, I wish to correct a mis- 
apprehension which seems to have re- 
suited from that interview. I have not 
stated that I withdraw or intend to 
withdraw from advocating my conten- 
tion that fhe people of St. Louis need 
a southwestern approach as a part of 
the bridge as originally constructed and 
now to be completed. 

Purpose of the Bridge. 

Since the primary purpose of the 
bridge is to offer competitfve facilities 
for cross-river shipments, it is self-evi- 
dent that the city will not create or 
encourage competition with the Terminal 
in cross-river freight traffic unless it 
builds the bridge with an approach 
which can be reached by the only com- 
petitor of the Terminal in St. Louis, 
which happens to be the Manufacturers’ 
Railway. It is equally clear that the 
Terminal and its proprietary lines, hav- 
ing already under their own control and 
ownership adequate bridges and ferries 
to care for all their cross-river requie- 
ments, will not be likely to use the 
Municipal Bidge for freight, because 
every liar of revenue paid to the city 
for use of the city’s bridge would thus 
be taken away from the Terminal’s own 
bridges and ferries. Therefore, the only 
possible way in which the city can, by 
means of the bridge, create competitive 
cross-river traffic in freight, is by com- 
pleting the bridge with two western ap- 
proaches, one as now constructed into 
the Terminal’s yards, and the other into 
South St. Louis, available equally for 
all the lines operating in South St. Louis, 
including the Manufacturers’ Railway. 

I regard it as vital to the city, and 
especially to South St. Louis, that such 
competition be created and permitted. 
But the relative value to our private in- 
terest’ of having the southwestern ap- 
proach now or at all, has been misunder- 
stood and overestimated. The extensions 
and service of the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
Way across the river can be adequately 
accomplished 5 car ferries and without 
using the Municipal Bridge at all, and 
the car ferries will be constructed and 
operated whether the southwest ap- 
proach is built or not. So that while 
the approach is not at all vital to the 
Manufacturers’ Railway or to tts exten- 
sion, it is vital to the people of St. 
Louis, if their purpose in constructing

jand owning a bridge is to be accom-

“City Needs Approach.” 


It is not surprising to find that those 
who seek to prevent competition in 
cross-river freight traffic, are opposed 
to the southwest approach. But I wish 
to make clear my attitude that the city 
needs such an approach more than the 
Manufacturers’ Railway does, and that 
therefore the pending proposition for its 
authorization should be regarded as a 
public, not a private measure. 

I intend to make my views known, and 
to that extent to continue to advocate 
the southwest approach, so that the peo- 
ple of St. Louis and their representatives 
may act in the matter with more ade- 
quate knowledge of the complicated traf- 
fic conditions with which they are at- 
tempting to deal. If with such knowl- 
edge they should decide that they do not 
want competitive western approaches, 
then I am for completing the bridge 
anyway, although I believe, in that case, 
the bridge will sar: Ms its chief Se

Busch ETA x the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

The only statement Busch had given 
on the approach subject was the one 
which appeared in the Post-Dispatch 
Monday. The interviewer, while quot- 
ing Busch to the effect that the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway would not cause their 
bill for an approach to be reintroduced 
at the special session of the Assembly, 
also quoted him as saying, as he says in 
the statement given out by Kirby, that 
he “still believes that South 8t. Louis 
needs the southern approach and that 
the city ought to censtruct it” and “‘re- 
serves the right to inform St. Louis at 
any time as to the necessity of a south- 
ern approach.” 

The interview follows: 

(From the Post-Dispatch of Monday, 
Sept. 15): 

“August A. Busch, speaking through 
his attorney, Daniel N. Kirby, Monday, 
in the latter’s office, said the Manufar- 
turers’ Railway Co. officials would not 
reintroduce in the special bridge ses- 
sion now convoked the bill for a spe- 
cial southern approach to cost $750,000, 
which was introduced at a previous 
session of the Assembly. 

“Mr. Buech does not need a frae 
bridge approach to assist his railroad,”’ 
declared Kirby, glancing at Busch for 
approval. ‘He still believes that South 
St. Louis needs the southern approach 
and that the city ought to construct it, 
but he will not ask his associates in 
the railroad to present the bill to the 
Assembly at this session. 

“Mr. Busch will say nothing now to 
close his mouth on the subject of the 
approach, but reserves the right to 'n- 
form St. Louis at any time as to the 
necessity of a southern approach. I 
want it understoo! that nothing in 
this interview is intended to commit 
Mr. Busch or to tie his hands so that 
he cannot take any action in the future 
thet he deems wise in regard to the 
free bridge and its approaches.”’

He later returned 
them to us, under a contract to sell them 
for $480,000, we taking half the profits 
above the price he paid. The pictures 
are now hanging in the gallery of ex- 
Senator Clark of Montana in New York.

J. Thurber, an art critic, to find if the 
paintings are worth the price. We be- 
lieve they are.

Auditor Gordon Wants More Sinecures. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I note by a morning paper that State Auditor 
Gordon wants an appropriation made by - the 
State for two inspectors to look after the en- 
forcement of the future stamp law. Perhaps 
Mr. Gordon still has some relatives whom he 
wishes to place in sinecure positions. The arti- 
cle states that his wife is now, and has been for 
the past eight months, acting as stamp tax clerk 
at a salary of $150 per month, which is very fine 
for Mrs. Gordon, but an outrage on the taxpayers, 
who must pay this salary. The’ Kansas City 
Poard of Trade and the St. Louis Merchants’ Ex- 
change are the only places in the State where 
these stamps are used and the stamps are pur- 
chased in lots of nearly $1000 each. Mr. Gordon 
is quoted as saying Kansas City uses about $16,- 
000 and St. Louis about $8000 worth of stamps per 
year. This would involve about 27 purchases 
from the State in a year and for these sales, and 
probably an order or two to a printer, Mrs. Gor- 
don draws nearly $2000 per year from the State. 
Mr. Gordon's stenographer could handle the mat- 
ter without ever realizing that it took any of her 
time, but she probably draws $60 per month un- 
less she also happens to be related to Mr. Gordon. 

In the art'cle Mr. Gerdon is also quoted as 
allegire that memters cf the St. Louis Merchants 
F'xchange are not living up to the law. It may 
beNg admitted that some of the members were a 
little celinquent, three or four of the houses 
makin;: éut the sl.ps once a month instead of on 
the day the sale is made, xs required by the letter 
of the law, but I have been checking up the tax 
stamp slips for a number of years and know that 
the law is not being evaded. Kansas City, we 
admit, buys more stamps that St. Louis, but the 
Kansas City market has a larger trade in fu- 
tures and it is more widely scattered. Every sale 
for future delivery requtres a -stamp,-whether for 
5000 or 100.000 bushels. Kansas City has a large 
country trade who sell’in 5000 and 10,000 bushel 
lots, while in St. Louis the trade is in larger lots, 
hence fewer stamps are required for the same 
volume of trade. JAMES A SPRINGER.

For the five previous years the income 
from these various sources was a fol- 
lows: 1907-06, $96,064,506; 1908-09, $85,093, -

growth in revenue, there has also been 
a great increase in expenditure.

When the Terra Nova left 
for New Zealand on Nov. 2, 1910, for in- 
stance, she had on board $500 worth of 
New Zealand penny stamps overprinted 
with the. words. ‘Victoria Land,” 

Capt. Scott was specially made Post- 
master of the British Antarctio—an Ar 
pointment first held by Sir . Ernest 
Shackleton, in 1907. 

The stamps used by the Shackleton ex- 
pedition were the ordinary New Zealand 
stamps surcharged with the words 
Edward VII Land,” says An- 
swers. More than 23,000 of these stamps 
were issued, and, though only penny 
ones, they are now worth 26 shillings 
each unused and are getting more valu- 
able every year.
